and tho his Forces are very great and nume- 
tous, yet at Home he is naked, nnguarded, 
and may be; Inſulted by a much meaner 
Pcince than the Swede; an Inftance of which 
was plain ia the Duke of Bevaris, whoſe 
own proper Forces were never 3co000 Men 
in time of War, ordinarily not above 18000, 
who ſeizing en the Imperia Cities, of Vim, 
Meminges, Kenyen, Rtichoune, add laſtly 
of P - openly-rheeatued the 2 
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City of Vienna, while yet he had no ſup- 
port but bis own litile little Eledorate, a Ter- 
ritory duc ſmall, and not to be nam'd with 
the Swediſh Power — Whether theſe being 
the preſent Circumftances of the Emperor, 
makes the generofity of attacking him. A 
ny thing the greater, is an Bnquiry may ad- 
mit of a Debate by it ſelf—1 remember the 
French King was call'd many a Mabome tan 
Name for falling upon the Emperor, when he 


was engag'd in a War with the Turks—And - 


when the King of Denmark and the Cras- 
of Muſcouy fell upon this very King of Swe- 
den before he was well ſettled en his Throne, 
every body ſaid it was baſely done But I 
muft not deny ſome People the liberty of 
calling that by hard Names in one, which 
they will approve in another And 
beroguing one Crown'd Head, for Aions 
which makes another a perfect Hero.

wholly to bis Generofity, and had Courted 
his cy. puttag himſelf lily into

— | do not ſay alf theſe chiogs are true, or 
any of them — - And on the other Hand, 
God forbid I ſhould wiſh him good ſpeed in 
all his Actions, or in any of them, but tuct- 
only as are couliftent with the Grand Cauſe 
of Religien, which the Proteſtant Powers 
of Europe, and this Nation in particular, are 
engag'd in. 

To wiſh him Succeſs in general, or in par- 
ticular even againſt the Emperor at this
